which have all along depended 
upon either its final overthrow or 
the demonstration of its impreg- 


nability Port Arthur has for months 
been the most interesting spot in the 
world. The siege will go down in his- 
tory as one of the most notable military 
operations recorded either in ancient or 
modern times. 


The fierce and almost incessant bom- 


bardment of the fortress by the Japa- 
nese fleet, which was begun by Admiral 
Togo on Feb. 8, the dogged defense by 
Stoessel and the persistence of the at- 
tacking Nogt have gone far toward es- 
tablishing Port Arthur's 
fame as a 


umque stronghold. 


The harbor of this much coveted and 


savagely 
contested 
fortified town is, 


naturally, an oval inlet about two miles 
in length. It is well protected from the

Beginning npxt Saturday the prison- 


ers who are sentenced In the local po- 
lice court to the workhouse, commonly 
called city farm, for vagrancy, drunk- 
enness, petit larceny or as night walk- 
ers, rogues or vagabonds, or for any 
other offence against the lawa of the 
commonwealth, shall be 
confined in 


eeparatp and distinct quarters In such 
workhouse or almshouse and shall not 
be permitted to associate or communi- 
cate with the pauper inmates thereof. 
That is the law and the official at 


the workhouse who fails to observe it 
is liable to a fine of not more than 
J3f)0 or by Imprisonment for not more 
than six months. 


"When an old 7nan or woman who 


have spent all their days In i^owell ap- 
pear in court; charged with drunk- 
enness It seems Hlmost a hardship to 
sentence them to the workhouse or to 
the common jail. Judge Hartley does 
not want to sentence them to either of 
these institutions.

That fact, however, 
Judge Hadley does not have to con- 
sider, but rather than rause the offi- 
cials at the workhouse any embarrass- 
ment he will sentence to the jail and 
the state farm until such time as the 
necessary and 
proper arrangements 


have been made at the city farm.

FALL RIVEK, Sept. 28.—The report 


that manufacturers throughout New 
England were contemplating reducing 
•wages and thereby coming to the aid 
o£ the local agents in their extremity 
is regarded as preposterous by the la- 
bor leaders. They do not believe that 
"the local manufacturers ever consult- 
ed their brethren out of town before 
springing 
the 
decision to reduce 


wagea, and they are in possession of 
information which they say warrants 
them in the conclusion that the local 
men are receiving scant sympathy and 
no help from manufacturers of other 
cotton mills In New England. 


"If the manufacturers of New Eng- 


land could reduce wages," said Presi- 
dent John Golden of the United 
Tex- 


tile "Workers, "then -we would strike 
New England. We 
miffht 
as 
well 


have a big flght on as a little one." 
^Tr. Golden may not have made this 
statement in all seriousness, because 
"he does not believe that the manu- 
facturers of New England would take 
any such step. lie is convinced that, 
when the Fall River agents decided to 
go It on their own hook without sound- 
ing the mill men out of town and ex- 
changing views with them, they bit 
off more than they can chew, and ev- 
ery Indication from outside Is that the 
position ot the local manufacturers will 
be taken advantage of, for other cities 
"and 
towns or textile centers are not 


desirous of digging such kinds of pits 
to tumble into. 
The local manufacturers attempted 


to take a well-known stockholder to 
task yesterday for the letter's views 
on the manner In 
which the manu- 


facturers had tackled 
tho 
Industrial 


problem in this city. They were met 
with the response that the stockholder 
hadn't got through with them yet, and 
that he meant to expose them even 
more fully than he had. This share- 
holder believes that a reduction was 
Inevitable, but that the manufacturers 
did not meet their operatives In the 
right spirit. He says that mill treas- 
urers hold up their hands in horror 
when a cut down of their salaries is 
mentioned, "but he maintains that there 
has got to he a rounding up and con- 
densing of mill officials and a general 
lopping off of salaries to save the in- 
dustry in this city. This shareholder 


• is surprised that local manufacturers 


do not understand the temper of their 
help better than they do. 


' 
Secretary O'Donnell of tho Spinners 


association is -confident that there will 
be a meeting of manufacturers held 
this week and that they will vote to 
start up on .Monday morning. In com- 
mon with other labor leaders, he Is 
, convinced that nn attempt has been 


made on the Dart of the manufactur- 
ers to keep their plants quiet and he 
cannot nee how the mills can afford to 
remain idle and lose their entire mar- 


ket. One labor leader suggests that 
perhaps they are afraid to meet be- 
cause, while they are allowing two or 
three men to run the reduction' deal 
and are playing the game of "follow 
the leader," there might be a break 
made if a' meeting was held that would 
be disastrous to the plan formulated 
at the beginning by a few and being 
still pushed by that same few to sucl- 
disastrous consequences'. 


Next Monday morning the relief sta' 


tions will again bo opened. 
There li 


very little doubt that this will be done. 
The textile council does not meet to 
finally decide upon this action 
until 
this afternoon, 
but it is the opinion 


of "members of the council that the 
stations will then be re-opened. 
The 


labor leaders do not 
propose to he 


caught napping by a decision of the 
manufacturers at the last moment to 
open their mill gatjg. 
They know 


thp overseers and second hands 
have 


been very busy canvassing among th 
help and also 
In setting their mill 


ready for a start. They helleve If th_ 
mills do not start up next Monday it 
will be only because those who want 
to start are persuaded to hold off a 
little longer in the hope that the cold 
weather may operate more success 
fully in their attempt to put their ma 
chinery In motion once more. ' Labor 
leaders say that It will be many weeks 
to come before the help can bo driven 
into tho mills under a reduction. The 
endorsement of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor and the strong appeal 
that has been sent out in behalf of the 
textile workers has so encouraged them 
that they feel 
now as if they could 


carry on the struggle indefinitely.

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INCEPTION OF THE PANAMA INTEROCEAN SHIP CANAL 


HE elaborate prcpara- i 


tlons now going forn 
wurd for the comple- 
tion 
by the United 


States government of 
lh« Panama uanul re- 
calls the fact that the 
project 
oC cutting a 


waterway through tho Isthmus from 
ocean to ocean IB much older than most 
people suppose. It dates, indeed, from 
1528, 
when the Idea was mooted of 


constructing a canal between the Cha- 
gres river, flowing Into the Caribbean 
sea, and the Grande river, emptying 
into the Pacific near Panama. Under 
orders from King Philip II. ot Spain, 
two Flemish engineers examined the 
route, but the king:, for political rea- 
sons, made up his mind that it would 
be wiser not to press the scheme, and 
In the despotic spirit peculiar to Ids 
dynasty let it bo known that any one 
presumptuous 
enough to revive the 


project would come to an untimely end. 
His successors were clearly of the same 
mind, for little more was heard of a 
transisthmian canul until 1826, when 
Domingo Lopez, a native Calahrian, 
made a bid for fame by mapping a 
route for a canal between Panama and 
Portobello. 


The following year saw the first 


formal expedition looking to the con- 
struction of the canal, General BoUvar 
sending out a party of engineers. In 
1829 these made a report in which they 
stated that even if a canal was not 
feasible, a railway could easily be built 
between Chagres and Panama. 
The 


seed thus sown fell into fertile ground, 
but in the far distant country of 
France. In 1843 the French govern- 
ment dispatched two noted englnecrs- 
Garella and Courtines—to examine the 
isthmus 
thoroughly. 
The 
engineers 


duly filed a long and Interesting report, 
but although they found the canal idea 
worthy of promotion, no further steps 
were taken at the lime. Nine years 
later the government oE New Granada 
gave a concession for the construction 
uf a canal between Caledonia bay and 
the gulf of San Miguel, but nothing 
came of this. 


Then the United Slates, long alive 
o the Importance of. finding a nienns 
!or facilitating Interoccanlc communi- 
cation, took a hand, 
in 18(H a Mr. 


Kelley of New York surveyed a route 
From the gulf of San Bins to the Chepo 
river, which would require, n.s had 
been the cuse In the Uifdhigs of Ga- 


States navy, who In 1S70-71 conducted 
extensive surveys of the Isthmus with- 
out finding on thu cordlllera a Imver 
level Than 1,000 feet. Three years aft- 
erward thu United Slates government 
Kent out two other expeditions.

which have all along depended 
upon either its final overthrow or 
the demonstration of its impreg- 


nability Port Arthur has for months 
been the most interesting spot in the 
world. The siege will go down in his- 
tory as one of the most notable military 
operations recorded either in ancient or 
modern times. 


The fierce and almost Incessant bom- 


bardment of the fortress by the Japa- 
nese fleet, which was begun by Admiral 
Togo on Feb. 8, the dogged defense by 
Stoessel and the persistence of the at- 
tacking Nogi have gone far toward es- 
tablishing Port Arthur's fame as a 
unique stronghold. 


The harbor of this much coveted and 


savagely contested fortified town is, 
naturally, an oval inlet about two miles 
in length, it is well protected from the 
heavy seas which prevail along the 


coast by a spit of land which extends 
almost across its northern end. In its 
original state the harbor was accessible 
only to vessels of the smallest tonnage.

CANADA'S RECENT 
OF FAR I NORTHERN LANDS 


f NTIL recently there has never 


been any obstacle In the way 
'of the once enormous United 
States -whaling industry in 
Hudson's bay. Now that the 


whales have practically 
disappeared 


from the region it is a matter of con- 
siderable conjecture \vliy the Canadian 
government has seen lit at this eleventh 
hour to declare the waters of Hudson's 
bay a "closed sea," The entrance to 
the bay Is wider than that of Bering 
sea, nnd no power has ever shown the 
slightest disposition to close that gate- 
way. Hudson's bay, however. Is sur- 
rounded on all sides by British terri- 
tory, whiic Bering sea Is Bordered by 
at least two countries, 


It Is the unofficial opinion of many 


persons, although there Is not a par- 
ticle of confirmation of the theory to be 
ubtuined from Washington, that Cana- 
da, disturbed over the Alaskan bound- 
ary

tain It Is that Canada suddenly made 
up her mind to nnnex nil the vast 
northern region and to establish a civil 
administration nnd slallon a. cruiser in 
the waters to prevent foreign whalers 
from trespassing.

Tin- expe- 
ditionary parly consisted of two divi- 
sions—Ihn KClontlnY, under A. P. Low 
of tho ReoloRlrul survey, nnd the mil- 
itary, mitler Major Moodle. The Inller 
wns nl»o commissioned an governor of 


Hudson's bay and empowered to estab- 
.Ish himself there with a detachment of 
five men, build a fort and assume offi- 
cial control of the territory. Including 
cooks, stewards nnd other subordi- 
nates, the Neptune carried forty-three 
persons nnd :i year's supplies for them. 


The ship sailed first to Cumberland 


gulf, on the eust coast of Baffin !.;imi. 
the country which lies on the northeast 
ot Hudson's bay. This Is a subarctic 
region nnd is very sparsely populated. 
The country is one ct the last resorts 
of the almost extinct species of right 
whales, and the hunt for them is now 
carried on by only one American and 
two Scotch concerns, which Imve fish- 
ing stations on shore. There is only 
one while man In (.haree of each, and 
the work Is all done by Kskimos. They 
are very expert In the use of whaling 
bonts and weapons and can be hired 
for a weekly ration of four pounds of 
hardtack, two quarts of innl.-isscs and 
four plugs of tobacco. As will be seen, 
the business is very economically con- 
ducted. The Eskimos hum the whales 
with harpoons and lances iif modern 
construction and use llrsl class whalo- 
boals. The bone is cleaned, and tin! oil 
Is tried out on shore. Thefc pn'ducts 
are sheltered In hirge w:irchmis.-s until 
the annual visit of the supply vessel.
